Freshmen  reblock 


Renovation,  with  a capital  ^Y’ 


With  over  ten  tons  of  new  grey  rock 
now  resting  on  its  surface,  the  Block  “Y” 
shows  a fresh  face  after  its  first  major 
renovation  Saturday. 

The  symbol  had  begun  to  show  its  true 
colors  when  the  freshman  class  decided  to 
take  on  the  project  of  rerocking  the 
365-foot  long  “Y”. 


The  rocks  were  airlifted  up  the 
mountainside  with  the  aid  of  a small 
helicopter  towing  a 50*gallon  oil  drum. 

A crew  of  30.  coeds  worked  at  the  base 
of  the  mountain  loading  the  boulders  into 
oil  drums  while  the  helicopter  completed 
nearly  40  shuttle  flights  up  the 


1,500-foot  rise.  On  the  surface  of  the 
“Y”  some  25  students  unloaded  the 
drums  and  hand  placed  the  rocks  to  cover 
the  balding  symbol.  Since  1906,  when  the 
“Y”  was  first  laid  out,  souvenier  hunters 
and  nature  have  taken  their  toll  of  rocks. 

THE  NEW  face  will  be  whitewashed  on 
“Y”  Day  scheduled  for  May  6. 

The  project  which  lasted  four  hours 
began  at  9 a.m.  and  included  reterracing 
the  land  above  the  “Y”  to  prevent 
erosion  and  rebuilding  the  trail  leading  up 
the  mountain.  Freshman  Class  President 
Steve  Nielsen  and  project  chairman,  Lee 
Green  engineered  the  construction. 

The  tradition  of  “Y”  Day  began  in 
1892  when  students  initiated  a clean-up 
of  the  lower  campus  area.  Whitewashing 
of  the  “Y”  has  been  a yearly  tradition 
since  1906.

War  escalation 


debated  today 


An  open  panel  discussion  on  the  recent 
escalation  of  the  war  in  Vietnam  will  be 
sponsored  by  the  Executive  Council  from 
noon  to  2 p.m.  today  in  the  ELWC 
Ballroom,  according  to  ASBYU 
Academics  Vice-president  Bill  Fillmore. 

Fillmore  will  host  the  panel  which  is 
“geared  towards  information  rather  than 
persuasion,”  he  said. 

Graduate  School  Dean  Chancey  Riddle 
will  open  the  panel  with  a 20  minute 
statement  in  support  of  the  Nixon  war 
strategy.  He  will  be  followed  by  Dr. 
Martin  Hickman,  dean  of  the  College  of 
Social  Sciences,  who  will  take  an  equal 
amount  of  time  to  voice  opposition  to 
the  escalation.  The  panel  will  then 
entertain  questions  from  the  audience  for 
20  minutes. 

A five  minute  recess  will  preceed  the 
second  session  which  will  feature  Dr.  Ray 
Hillam  of  the  Political  Science 
Department  opposing  the  bombing  and 
Dr.  Noel  Reynolds  of  the  Philosophy 
Department  in  support  of  the  Nixon 
strategy .4  Another  question  and  answer 
period  will  round  out  the  panel. 

The  views  of  the  four  spokesmen  “are 
not  necessarily  representative  of  their 


political  convictions,”  explained 
Fillmore.  “They  are  taking  a stand  for  the 
purposes  of  discussion.”

The  panel  comes  in  the  wake  of  a 
weekend  of  anti-war  demonstrations 
across  the  nation  and  one  week  after  the 
U.S.  bombing  of  Hanoi  and  Haiphong. 


United  Press  International  reported  that 
the  strongest  wave  of  anti-war  protest 
since  the  Cambodian  invasion  appeared  to 
be  in  full  swing  Sunday. 

On  the  local  scene  about  20  protestors 
carrying  placards  assembled  in  front  of 
the  Provo  Federal  building  Saturday.  The 
group  included  students  from  BYU  and  a 
few  from  the  University  of  Utah.  Others 
described  themselves  as  Provo  residents  or. 


“concerned  citizens”.  Among  the  group 
was  a handful  of  Vietnam  veterans 
ranging  therhselves  in  support  of  the  war. 

Jerry  Owens,  coordinator  of  the  Provo 
protest,  saw  the  purpose  of  the 
demonstration  as  two-fold:  “An  outward, 
visual  show  that  we  do  not  support  the 
government  in  this  war,”  he  said,  and  “a 
witness  that  I am  against  the  war.” 

Owens  stressed  the  need  to  “bring 
people  together  to  discuss  Vietnam.” 

“It’s  a beginning  in  making  people 
aware  that  there  are  a lot  of  patriotic 
Americans  who  want  to  speak  their 
minds,”  he  added. 

“To  me  it’s  a success  if  a couple  of 
people  are  here  expressing  their  views,” 
he  said. 

Owens  criticized  the  antagonism 
between  the  protestors  and  veterans.  “We 
don’t  want  hatred  flowing  back  and 
forth,”  he  remarked. 

About  80  demonstrators  from 
Philadelphia  gathered  at  the  entrance  to 
the  U.S.  Navy  Pier  at  Leonardo,  N.J.,  and 
said  they  planned  to  try  to  block  the 
sailing  of  a Navy  ammunition  ship 
reportedly  bound  for  Vietnam.

Today’s  war  debate 

Recent  actions  by  American  Congressmen,  Presidential  candidates,  and  peace  groups 
lead  one  to  believe  that  the  renewed  bombing  of  North  Vietnam  caused  the  invasion  of 
South  Vietnam  rather  than  came  as  a result  of  the  invasion. 

Concern  over  the  stepped-up  war  has  come  to  BYU  today  in  the  form  of  a war  debate. 
To  pursue  a meaningful  discussion  of  this  subject  today,  the  participants  in  the 
ASBYU-sponsored  War  Debate  must  be  willing  to  disassociate  themselves  from  emotion 
and  vague  rhetoric.  Their  positions  must  be  stated  in  positive  terms  and  backed  up  by 
factual  evidence.  They  must  be  willing  to  look  at  both  sides  of  the  issue.  We  suggest 
they  consider  some  questions  and  answers  as  follows: 

QUESTION:  Has  there  been  an  escalation  of  the  war? 

Yes.  On  the  Communist  side,  a full  scale  invasion  by  70,000  regular  troops  of  the 
North  Vietnamese  Army  has  occurred  in  three  separate  areas  of  South  Vietnam.  These 
include  20,000  troops  in  Quang  Tri  Province;  30,000  in  An  Loc  and  a newly  discovered 
force  of  20,000  in  the  Central  Highlands.  In  response  to  this  action,  President  Nixon  has 
expanded  the  bombing  in  North  Vietnam.  The  air  power  has  been  increased  by  the 
addition  of  one  squadron  (18  aircraft)  of  Air  Force  FlOSs;  two  squadrons  (36  aircraft) 
of  Marine  fighters,  an  increase  in  B-52s  and  an  addition  of  four  aircraft  carriers  along 
with  several  destroyers.  At  the  same  time,  total  American  troop  presence  continues  to 
dwindle  as  troops  are  withdrawn  at  the  rate  of  1,000  per  day.  Today  there  are  less  than 
6,000  American  ground  combat  troops  in  Vietnam.  At  that  rate  by  May  1,  the  number 
of  troops  in  the  country  will  be  down  to  65,000,  less  than  Nixon’s  announced  goal. 

QUESTION:  How  much  ground  combat  are  Americans  involved  in? 

No  American  troop  units  have  been  committed  to  the  ground  war.  Only  select 
American  advisors  are  actively  engaged  in  the  ground  war,  and  these  advisors  are  doing 
only  what  their  name  implies. 

QUESTION:  Has  there  been  an  increase  in  American  casualties  as  a result  of  the 
invasion  and  our  increased  participation? 

Overall,  no.  During  the  first  20  (days  of  the  invasion,  total  American  casualties  were  24 
dead,  102  wounded  and  38  missing,  highest  in  1972.  But  these  are  significantly  better 
than  American  casualties  during  the  Tet  offensive  of  February-March  1968  in  which 
3,667  Americans  were  killed,  and  82,000  North  and  South  Vietnamese  were  killed. 

QUESTION:  Where  does  the  North  get  its  equipment? 

Primarily  from  Russia.  Intelligence  estimates  give  Russia  credit  for  80  per  cent  of  the 
equipment  used  in  this  invasion.  Total  cost  of  this  equipment  is  placed  at  over  $2 
billion.  Additionally,  the  Russians  are  providing  over  3,000  combat  troops  directly 
participating  in  the  invasion  by  manning  the  SAM  sites  and  firing  the  improved  SAM-3 
missile.  Intelligence  estimates  total  Communist  aid  to  the  North  in  1971  at  $775 
million:  $415  million  from  Russia,  $175  million  from  Red  China,  and  $185  million 
from  the  satellite  nations  of  eastern  Europe. 

QUESTION:  Was  this  a planned  operation  or  a spur  of  the  moment  decision? 

It  has  all  the  marks  of  a well-planned  operation.  Secret  enemy  documents  found 
recently  indicate  that  the  present  offensive  was  planned  last  winter  for  February  1972, 
but  the  operation  was  postponed.  The  two  documents  are  labelled  COSVN  Directive  42 
dated  early  December  1971,  and  COSVN  Directive  43  dated  February  1972  which  was 
issued  to  amplify  the  December  directive.  COSVN  is  the  Central  Office,  South  Vietnam, 
the  Communist  front  office  controlling  all  political  and  military  operations  in  South 
Vietnam.  The  two  documents,  believed  prepared  by  General  Giap’,  architect  of  the 
French  defeat,  call  for  a one  to  two  month  offensive  aimed  at  U.S.  and  Vietnamese 
forces.  The  plan  also  included  action  by  guerrilla  units  against  civilians,  but  it  is  believed 
the  Viet  Cong  are  too  weak  to  carry  out  their  part  of  the  plan.  The  plan  relies  heavily  on 
American  anti-war  sentiment  as  a necessary  element  for  success  of  the  offensive. 

QUESTION:  Is  the  U.S.  pursuing  a policy  of  genocide  in  Vietnam? 

No.  American  forces  have  followed  a system  of  rules  of  engagement  based  on  a desire 
to  minimize  civilian  casualties.  The  North  follows  no  system  of  rules  of  engagement.  An 
example  of  their  lack  of  concern  for  the  civilian  populace  is  seen  in  their  attack  on  the 
city  of  Hue  in  1968  in  which  they  killed  over  20,000  civilians,  most  of  which  they 
buried  in  common  graves.  Residents  of  Hue  have  recently  been  quoted  as  saying  that 
they  will  fight  to  the  death  before  they  will  be  taken  by  the  North  Vietnamese  Army 
(NVA)  again.  During  the  period  1967-1970,  less  than  2 per  cent  of  the  Vietnamese 
civilian  population  was  affected  by  war  injuries.  Official  Ministry  of  Health  figures  show 
that  in  this  period  2,053,000  civilians  were  admitted  to  U.S.  and  Vietnamese  hospitals 
for  treatment.  Of  this  total,  251,200  or  13  per  cent  were  from  war  related  injuries. 
According  to  U.S.  Agency  for  International  Development,  many  of  the  civilian  war 
casualties  are  caused  by  VC/NVA  mines,  booby  traps  and  acts  of  terrorism.  Similar  data 
is  not  available  as  concerns  war-related  casualties  in  North  Vietnam.

Terror 

Editor: 

Those  people  who  are  clamoring  for  a total 
American  withdrawal  and  halt  of  bombing  in 
the  face  of  a massive  North  Vietnamese 
invasion  of  the  South  are  really  the  people  who 
have  little  regard  or  human  concern  for  the 
South  Vietnamese.  They  spout  all  their  fiery 
rhetoric  in  the  name  of  peace  and  security. 
They  say  lets  just  pull  out,  nothing  will  happen 
to  the  South  Vietnamese. 

These  people  must  either  be  naive  or  in 
human  to  think  that  the  Communist  would  go 
to  the  trouble  of  invading  the  South  if  they  had 
no  intention  of  destroying  their  government. 
Mr.  Douglas  Pike,  this  country's  top  expert  on 
the  Viet  Cong  and  their  strategy  of  terror  has 
this  to  say.  If  the  Communists  win  decisively  in 
South  Vietnam  what  is  the  prospect? 

"First,  all  foreigners  will  be  cleared  out  of  the 
South,  especially  the  hundreds  of  foreign 
newsmen  who  are  in  and  out  of  Saigon.  A 
curtain  of  ignorance  would  descend.  Then 
would  begin  a night  of  long  knives. 

"There  would  be  a new  order  to  build.  The 


war  was  long  and  so  are  memories  of  old  scores 
to  be  settled.  All  political  opposition,  actual  or 
potential,  would  be  systematically 
eliminated  . . . The  pattern  would  be  the  same: 
Eliminate  not  the  individual?— but  the  latent 
danger  to  the  dream,  the  representatives  of  the 
blocs,  the  symbol  of  force,  that  might  someday, 
even  inside  the  regime  dilute  the  system. 

"Beyond  this  would  come  Communist  justice 
meted  out  to  the  'tyrants  and  lackeys!'  Personal 
revenge  would  be  a small  wheel  turning  within 
the  larger  wheel  of  party  retribution. 

"But  little  of  this  would  be  known  abroad. 
The  Communists  in  Vietnam  would  create  a 
silance. 

"The  world  would  call  it  peace." 

It  is  hard  for  me  to  believe  that  there  are 
people  in  this  country  who  profess  to  be 
patriotic  Americans  and  will  stand  by  and 
allow,  as  the  Communists  put  it  3,000,000 
South  Vietnamese  "enemies  of  the  revolution" 
to  be  slaughtered  in  a "night  of  the  long 
knives."

The  actual  buying  power  of  the  average  weekly  paycheck  also 
increased  during  the  month  of  March,  rising  0.6  per  cent  after  taxes,  3.7 
per  cent  higher  than  a year  ago.

Astros  head  home  while  world  watches 


SPACE  CENTER,  Houston 
(UPI)  - Apollo  16  astronauts 
John  W.  Young  and  Charles  M. 
Duke  Jr.  blasted  off  from  the 
moon  last  night,  ending  a 
record-breaking  stay  that  may 
force  scientists  to  rewrite  their 
theories  about  the  origins  of  the 
lunar  highlands. 

While  a camera  mounted  on 
their  trusty  lunar  rover  televised 
the  event  to  earth,  the  landing 
craft  Orion,  its  ascent  engine 
generating  3,500  pounds  of 
thrust,  hurled  Young  and  Duke 
into  lunar  orbit  after  nearly  three 
days  among  the  Descartes 
Mountains. 

Scheduled  about  two  hours 
later  was  rendezvous  and  docking 
with  the  command  ship  Casper, 
piloted  by  Thomas  K.  “Ken” 
Mattingly  II,  who  had  been  taking 
photographs  and  mapping  the 
surface  from  a little  more  than  60 
miles  altitude. 

YOUNG  AND  DUKE  had  spent 
71  hours  and  2 minutes  on  the 
lunar  surface,  exceeding  the 
previous  record  set  by  Apollo  1 5 
last  summer  by  a little  more  than 
four  hours.  They  also  stowed  a 
record  245  pounds  of  lunar  rocks 
and  soil  samples  aboard  Orion,  50 
pounds  over  their  goal. 

But  more  important,  geologists 
in  Houston  said  the  Apollo  16 
explorers  may  well  have  recovered 
rocks  containing  fragments 
conceivably  dating  back  close  to 
the  very  creation  of  the  moon  an 
estimated  4.5  billion  years  ago. 
Mission  Control  sent  Young  and 
Duke  a “great,  big  ‘outstanding’  ” 
for  their  labors. 


Before  they  finished,  the  two 
explorers  had  peered  into  the 
deepest  lunar  crater  ever  seen, 
found  the  strongest  magnetic  field 
ever  measured  on  the  moon  and 
sampled  soil  shielded  from  the 
sun’s  rays  since  antiquity. 

And  although  their  lunar  rover, 
back  in  full  operation  from 
Saturday’s  near  breakdown,  failed 
to  match  the  pioneering  Apollo 
15  rover’s  distance  record  of  17.3 
miles  traveled,  it  set  a speed

With  the  voting  only  two  days 
off,  a poll  showed  Sen.  George  S. 
McGovern  running  far  ahead 
yesterday  in  the  Massachusetts 
Democratic  presidential  primary 
and  there  were  reports  he  may  run 
as  s trong  as  second  in 
Pennsylvania. 

The  Boston  Globe  said  its  latest 
poll  gave  McGovern  43  per  cent; 
Sen.  Edmund  S.  Muskie,  of 
neighboring  Maine,  19;  and  Sen. 
Hubert  H.  Humphrey,  14. 

It  was  a dramatic  leap  in  the 
poll  in  two  months  for  McGovern, 
who  got  all  17  delegate  votes  of 
his  native  South  Dakota  during 
the  weekend.  The  Globe  said  that 
in  February  Muskie  had  46, 
Humphrey  15  and  McGovern  11. 

Noting  a “sharp  erosion”  of 
Muskie’s  support,  the  Philadelphia 
Bulletin  said  that  only  24 
Democratic  county  chairmen  still 
support  Muskie,  as  opposed  to  the

Their  Saturday  walk  was  a record 
for  the  longest  single  excursion,  7 
hours,  23  minutes.
